PLUMER BROWN’S BODY 
FOUND MONDAY MORNING 


Relatives of Mr. Brown 
State That There Is Not 
the Slightest Doubt But 
That He Was Deliberately 
Murdered. 


That G. Plumer Brown, the young man 
whose body was found in the Chatta- 
hoochee river yetserday morning with 4 
bullet hole in the head did not commit 
suicide but was murdered, was the ver- 
dict of the Cobb county coroner’s jury 
sitting in the case yesterday afternoon. 
The jury in rendering its verdict took 
into consideration the fact that the 
hair about the hole in the back of the 
head was singed, and that from the 
path which the bullet ‘took, Brown 
could.-not possibly have placed his 
hand in such a position as to have 
made the shot. ' 

The body of Brown was found lodged 
against a sandbar in the river about 
a quarter of 2 mile below the Roswell 
bridge. Otis Beach, the 12-year-old 
son of Philip Beach, who lives near- 
by, discovered it about 10:30 o’ clock 
while with his father on a fishing ex- 
pedition. Mr. Beach immediately aoti- 
fied Thomas W. Jackson, whose home 
is near the spot, and Mr. Jackson tele- 
phoned Coroner Booth, of Marietta. 

Unele Identifies Body. 

Brown’s body was identified by his 
uncle, W. B. Stovall, vice president of 
the Empire Trust company. When it was

SECRET DEMANDS 
MADE ON Gh 


Washington Fears Another 
Japanese-Chinese Clash 
That Will Involve Ameri- 
can Interests—Situation Is 
Serious. 


Washington, September 4.—Secret de- 
mands, in addition to those publishéd 
today in dispatches from Peking, are 
being pressed on China by Japan as @ 
result of the recent clash of Chinese 


and Japanese troops at Cheng Chiatun. 
It became known here tonight that the 
situation is much more serious than 
has been indicated, confidential reports 
saying the unpublished demands threat- 
en the authority of China over the 
whole of Inner Mongolia. 

Officials here view the development 
real anxiety. fearing another 
China-Japanese crisis which might in- 
volve the interests of the United States. 
The Cheng Chiatun incident, trivial in 
itself, but coming on top of the strain- 
ed relations ever since Japan took over 
Kiaochow from Germany, has been 
closely watched since Japan hastened 
to send 2,000 soldiers to the disturbed 
district and her cabinet announced that 
a satisfactory outcome depended on 
China. Reports from Peking show 
alarm there. The prompt and unani- 
mous acceptance of the new cabinet 
announced today, is believed to have 
been a result of the seriousness of the 
Japanese and financial problems. 

What Japan Demands. 

Japan’s demands ag published call for 
dismissal of Chinese officers in com- 
mand of the troops at the scene of the 
trouble, withdrawal of the Chinese gar- 
rison, indemnification of the families 
of the Japanese killed and extension of 
Japanese police rights to Inner Mon- 
golia. Actual accounts of the dispute 
vary. The Chinese claim it arose when 
Japanese soldiers attacked the Chinese 
SZarrison at Cheng Chiatun and seized 
both the local magistrate and a Japan- 
ese merchant who had refused to obey 
instructions by the Chinese because 
bandits were operating in the city. The 
Japanese contend the Chinese arrestei!

It was established by the coroner’s 
jury that the bullet entered the back 
of the head and came out at the fore- 
head, right over the right eye. 
tol was found in the water, not far 
from the body, and in_a hat on the 
bank were some bullets. 

Relatives of Mr. Brown said last 
night that there was no doubt in their 
minds that he had been deliberately 
murdered. They believe that he was 
stepping from a boat on to the bank 
when the shot was fired and that he 
fell back into the water. W. R. Sto- 
vall, who is a traveling salesman in 
the employ of A. McD. Wilson, talked 
with Brown at about 7 o’clock Friday 
night. 

Was Going te Raymond, 

At this time Brown told him that he 
was going to take the 7:10 train the 
following morning for Raymond, Ga., 
where he had a business engagement. 
He said that he intended to clear up 
this business as soon as possibie so 
that he might visit his sister, Mrs. T. 
Cc. Withrow, at Ellijay. From there 
he said that he would go to Franklin 
county to stay with his parents for a 
eouple of weeks. He then expected to 
start work again. 

Eugene J. Jackson, of the Third Na- 
tional Bank building, the last person 
to whom Brown talked, had a conver- 
sation with him at about 10:30 Friday 
night. He told him substantially what 
he told Mr. Stovall earlier in the even- 
ing. He seemed to be in the best of 
spirits and was looking forward with 
much zest to the month's vacation 
which he had mapped out. 

What caused Brown to change his 
mind and not take the train to Ray- 
mond at 7:10 o’clock Saturday morning 
is a matter of conjecture. His rela- 
tives said that he had not been in the 
habit of going to Roswell,. so far as 
they. know, and they can think of no 
reason for his being at that particular 
place. 

Mr. Brown was a man of excellent 
habits, according to his friends, and 
was greatly interested in_his business. 
He was the third of a family of nine 
children, and was born 28 years ago 
in Carnesville, Franklin county. He 
attended the public schools of that 
county and graduated from the Carnes- 
ville High school. Seven years ago he 
came to Atlanta to enter the employ 
of the Third National bank. He stayed 
theré for two years, when he started 
work for the Empire Trust and Safe 
Deposit company. ' 

He had been employed by the com- 
pany until last Friday, at which time 
his resignation, giveh a month before, 
-took effect. He leaves, besides his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. John F. Brown, 
of Carnesville; six sisters, Mrs. T. C. 
Withrow of Ellijay, Mrs. Grady San- 
ders, Misses Pearl, Lillian, Hazel and 
Ruby Brown, and two brothers, W. 
Emmett, and Thomas, all of Carnes- 
ville.

HUGHES TAKES A SHOT 
AT ADAMSON MEASURE 


By Declaring That He 
Stands for Arbitration of | 
All Industrial Disputes. 
He Is Heckled When He 


Refers to Mexico. 


Nashville, Tenn., September 4.— 


Charles E. Hughes, in territory which 
no republican presidential nominee has 


ever visited before, tonight faced a 
tumultuous audience in the auditorium 


here. om 

With cheers for Woodrow Wilson 
ringing again and again in his ears, 
heckled by guestioners and halted 
often by democratic sympathizers, the 
nominee delivered his speech, criticis- 
ing the administration for its policies, 
declaring for a protective tariff and, 
in a reference which the audience took 
to apply to the enactment of the Adam- 
son bill, asserting that he stood firmly 
for the arbitration of all industrial 
disputes. 

“I believe there is no grievance with 
respect to labor,’’ Mr. Hughes said, 
“that cannot be settled by a fair, can- 
did examination of the facts. 

Arbitration for Labor Disputes. 

“We have, in the past, had to deal 
frequently with the opposition of em- 
ployers to the principle of arbitration. 
Sometimes they have refused to arbi-/| 
trate disputes. Public opinion has been 
against them. I believe, and I stand 
here firmly for the principle of arbi- 
trating all industrial disputes, and I 
Fit "té “anybody in 
the country. 

“I believe that anything that is right 
in this country can be settled right. 
What is our great republican govern- 
ment? What are our free institutions? 
We have come down the long course of 
history with the people fighting slow- 
ly, slowly—now with defeat and now 
with victory—for a recognition of the 
reign of reason instead of the reign of 
tyranny and force. 

“Now, then, I stand for two things: 
First, for the principle of fair, impar- 
tia], thorough, candid arbitration; and, 
second, for legislation on facts accord- 
ing to the necessities of the case. And 
I am opposed to oeing dictated to 
either in the executive department or 
in congress by any power on earth be- 
fore the facts are known and in the 
absence of the facts. ; 

“We have a great country and a 
great future... But it can only be pre- 
served in one way: That way is the 
way of all honest, fair investigation 
and candid treatment. Show me the 
way that is right, and I will take it; 
but 1 won’t take any way that I do 
not know anything about.” 

The audience, which had interrupted 
Mr. Hughes repeatedly in the earlier 
portion of his speech to cheer for 
Woodrow Wilson, heard the nominee's 
declaration in silence and at its con- 
clusion applauded him as -enthusias- 
tically as it had heckled him before. 
The applause lasted nearly two min- 
utes. 

Cheers for Wilson. 

Tonight's address, the second of the 
day, was delivered before a crowded 
house. The crowd came early and re- 
mained to hear all the nomine sad to 
say. But before he started howed 
plainly that many Wilson supporters 
were present,

VERNON TO PLEAD 


“UNWRITTEN LAW” 


Defendant Who Is 
Tried for Slaying 
His Father Testifies of 
Criminal Attack by Father 
on Her at Time of Shooting 


Marietta, Ga., September 4.—-(Spe- 


cial.)—Charged with the murder of 
his own father, James Vernon, a prom- 


inent young Cobb county citizen, went 
to trial this morning. The defendant 
is represented by Judge N. A. Morris 
and Colonel Fred Morris, representative 
from Cobb county. The state’s case is 
being prosecuted *y Colonel Herbert 
Clay, solicitor general, assisted by J. 
Z. Foster. Judge H. L Patterson is 


*All Factions Have United 


presiding. 

With his mother at his side, Vernon 
spent the entire morning advising with 
his attorneys in the selection of the 
jury, and out of approximately forty 
examined, only ten jurors had been 
selected at noon today. 

Mother Attends Trial. 

Much sympathy is expressed for Ver- 
non’s mother, a sad-faced, motherly- 
looking little woman, apparently about 
sixty years old, who sits at his side 
to aid him in his fight for his life. Just 
a few short weeks ago she saw her 


husband shot to death by@aer son, and 
today young Vernon faces a court of 


| 


justice to answer itor the crime. 

Plainiy bewildered by the unusual 
attention that is being shown her, she 
occa’sionally hides her face in her 
handkerchief, sobbing bitterly. The 
prisoner, ® yeung man of about 25 
years of age, appears calm and col- 
lected as the trial progresses, and his 
eyes never leave the faces of the pros- 
pective jurors ass they are examined. 
The only emotion shown so far by 
him has been when he tenderly re- 
gards his mother at his side and asks 
that she remain calm and collected. 

In addition to his mother there are 
with the defendant at the trial two 
sisters and three brothers. The jury 
was completed at 1:30. The state then 
introduced Dr. J, C. Osborne, who tes- 
tified that he arrived at the scene of 
the crime, and L. L. Vernon, the father, 
was dead on his arrival. 

Defense Springs Surprise. 

At this point in the case Judge N. A. 
Morris, leading counsel for ‘ defense, 
sprung a sensation, when he made ob- 


in the prosecution of the case, Jud&e 
Morris stated that the solicitor in em- 
ploying counsel to aid him in the pros- 
ecution of the case made him a volun- 
tary prosecutor and consequently dis- 
qualified both Foster and himself from 
taking part in the trial of the case, 
claiming that the employment of Colo- 
nel J. Z, Foster iby the solicitor showed 
that the solicitor was not an unpreju- 
diced officer of the state and that he 
had a private interest in the prosecu- 
tion, and for that reason was disquali-

fied under the law. Judge Morris asked | 


that on account of the legal disqualifi- 
cations of Colonel Herbert Clay and 
Colonel Foster, that they ‘be relieved 
in the case and that the court appoint 
some other attorney to handle the pros- 
ecution. The motion was over-ruled 
after some time was spent in arguing 
the merits. 

The state then introduced Mattie Ver- 
non, a daughter-in-law of the deceas- 
ed, who swore that two or three ycars 
ago the father and son had quarreled 
over some land and that the son stated 
to her that if his father ever bothered 
him again he would kill him. 

Pleads Unwritten "aw. 

The defense then sprung the most 
sensational charge of the day. 

Mary Vernon, sister of the defendant, 
was placed on the siand. Sobbing, she 
related to the court the story of the 


shooting. According to the testimony 
of the girl, her father was shot while 


he was making a criminal attack upon 
her. It was at this moment, she said, 
that young Vernon had rushed into 
the room and fired, her father falling 
dead. 

The girl further stated that before 
the occurrence which vesulted in the 
killing, her father had made improper 
proposals to her. To this, the state ob- 
jected, claiming that conversation be- 
tween the father and daughter before 
the time of the shooting was inadmis- 
sable. A long argument ensued, which 
finally resulted in the admission of the 
girl’s testimony as to the alleged in- 
sults. With the sister still upon the 
stand, the court adjourned until Tues- 
day morning. 7 

Morris stated tonight to a Constitu- 
tion correspondent that he expected to 
prove by the testimony of Vernon's 
sister, Mary, that two days before the 
day ‘of the shooting her father ap- 
proached her with insulting proposals: 
that Mary Vernon told.rer mother, who 
in turn advised the son, James Vernon, 
who approached his father and remon- 
strated with him. His father is alleged 
to have told him to “attend to his own 
d— business,”’ that “he would run his 
family as he pleased.”’ 

Two days later, while Vernon and a 
hired man, Maddox, were working in 
the field, it is alleged they heard his 
sister Mary scream and both hurried to 
the house, to find her struggling in her 
father’s grasp, and her mother in a 
faint on the floor. It is said that Ver- 
non grabbed his father, who escaped 
his clutches, and made motion toward 
his back pocket. When he did so, it is 
stated, Vernon shot him dead, with pis- 
tol procured after he heard the scream- 
ing at the house. 

There is intense excitement in Ma- 
rietta tonight over the objection sprung 
by Judge Morris, and the sensational 
charges brought out to justify Vernon's 
action. The Daughter, Mary, is about 
28 vears of age, and very attractive.

GREEK NEUTRALITY. 
COMING TO AN END 
WAR PLUNGE NEA 


Backed by Great Allied 
Fleet in Gunshot of Athens, 
Premier Zaimis Has Seized 
Dictatorial Powers. 


TEUTON AGENTS CHA SED! 
FROM THE GREEK CAPITAL 


in Support of Premier Zai- 
mis and Greece May Find 
Herself at War Overnight. 
Allies Control Greek Posts 
and Telegraphs.

Athens, September 4.—(Via London.) 
Seizing the opportunity offered by the 
presence at Pireaus within gunshot of 
Athens of a large fleet of the entente 
nations, Premier Zaimis, has assumed 
unobtrusively what amounts virtually 
to dictatorial powers. All is now in 
readiness for the final act to end the 


neutrality of Greece. 

While the people of Athens were be- 
ing mildly amused at the spectacle of 
allied sailors and secret police pursu- 
ing German agents about the streets, 
a profound change in the status of af- 
fairs was effected quietly. Premier 
Zaimis is now in a position to swing 
the whole country as he will, unem- 
barrassed by any dissenting popular 
opinion or hostile parliamentary con- 
trol, 

Full Power in Hands of Premier. 

The first step which placed full pow- 
ers in the hands of the premier was 
taken when he forbade public gather- 
ings last Wednesday. The arrange-. 
ment of Friday, whereby the issuance 
of the decree dissolving the now ad- 
journed parliament and calling new 
elections was postponed indefinitely, 
disposed effectually of any - parKkamen- 
tary interference with ‘the policy of 
the government. 

Finally, the premier yesterday re- 
quested and received. the unqualified 
Support of the leaders of the Venizelos 
party and of the party opposed to Ven- 
izelos, thus giving the present tempo- 
rary cabinet a politically representa- | 
tive character and completing the nec- 
essary preparations which may be de- 
cided on by the ministry behind closed 
doors. Greece may now find herself 
at -war overnight at the bidding of a 
single individual, who is neither King 
Constantine nor former Premier Veni- 
zelos, 

The solution of the political muddle 
which has kept Greece in a condition 
of wavering neutrality for two years 
was effected quietly, and the public 
was not aware of the extent to which 
the constitution of Greece was virtual- 
ly set aside or of the manner in which 
power was concentrated in the hands 
of the premier* 

The formation by M. Zaimis of a new 
mipistry in which all parties will be 
represented is a question of only a few 
days. 

Teutonic Agents Expelled. 

Meanwhile allies are rapidly ridding 
Athens and Piraeus of Austrian and 
German agents. 

Baron von Schenk, chief of director 
of the German propaganda in Greece, 
has been arrested and taken on board 
a cruiser of the entente allies. Six- 
teen additional warships of the en- 
tente powers have arrived at Piraeus. 

Diplomats of the entente allies had 
demanded that Baron von Schenk and 
sixty co-workers in behalf of the cen- 
tral empires be expelled from Greece. 
It was reported that he had barri- 
caded himself in his house in Athens 
and surrounded it with a score of 
armed guards and his friénds to pro- 
tect him. 


GREECE CONCEDES 
ALLIED DEMANDS. 


London, September 4.—The Greek 
government at Athens has accepted 
the demands of the entente powers in 
their entirety and agents of the French 
and British governments. are today 
taking over the control of postal and 
telegraphic communication. 


British and French ministers at 
Athens presented on Saturday a note 
to the Greek government demanding 
control of the posts, telegraph and 
wireless system on the ground that 
they were being used by enemies of 
the entente; demanded that agents of 
the Teutonic allies employed in cor- 
ruption and espionage must immedi- 
ately leave Greece and that measures 
be taken against Greek subjects guil- 
ty of complicity therein. 


PREAGHER [5 KILLED 
BY ENRAGED HUSBAND 


Rev. J. E. C. Harrison’s Name 
Had Been Connected With 
Wife of Trotter. 


Birmingham, Ala., September 4.—The 
Rev. J. E. C. Harrison, a Methodist 
minister, Saturday was shot and in- 
stantly killed at Shady Grove, Ala, by 
shots alleged to have been fired from 
the home of Will Trotter, according to 
a report received here today. Trotter, 
who is in the Troy jail charged with 
murder, is said to have confessed to the 
shooting with the claim that he “was 
fully justified.” ; 

Harrison, who is said to have been 
suspended from his ministerial duties at 
Shady Grove, was awaiting a hearing 
September 8, before a committee of min- 
isters on charges of misconduct. The 
charges, it is said, connected Harri- 
son's alleged wrong-doings with the 
name of Trotter's wife, organist in

RUMANIANS PRESS. 
THEIR ADVANTAGE: 


They Occupy More Towns 
in Transylvania— German-

All along the Transylvania front the 
Rumanians continue to press their ad- 
vantage against the Austro-Hun- 
garians. Here they have captured sev- 
eral additional towns and now are said 
to be bombarding the town of Her- 
mannstadt, which is second in im- 
portance only to Kronstadt. 

The German and Bulgarian forces 
are attacking along the entire front 
between Dobrudja and Bulgaria. Near 
Koemar, Berlin réports, the Rumanians 
were driven back with the loss of 700 
men taken prisoner. 

In Albania the Italians east of Avlo- 
na have taken the villagés of Kutai 
and Brizar and Monte Gradist.

AND NO LONGER TENABLE 
FOR THE GERMAN FORCES 


Combles Is a Most Impor- 
tant Point Strategically 
and Has Been Made a 
Sronghold by the Germans. 
Nearly 6,000 Prisoners Cap- 
tured by French in Last 
Two Days—Heavy Fight- 
ing in Russia With Czar’s 
Forces the Aggressors. 


Keeping up their strong offensive 
against the Germans north and south 
of the Somme river in France, the An- 
glo-French forces have again driven 
their lines forward and captured im- 
portant German positions. 

South of the Somme the village of 
Soyecourt and part of the village of 
Vermandovillers have been captured, 
while seemingly more important still, 
the French have made fresh progress 
east of the village of Forest, which 
lies one and one-half miles southeast 
of the railroad town of Combles—a 
gain which, taken with the capture of 
Guillemont on Sunday, seemingly out- 
flanks Combles and apparently renders 
it untenable. More than 5,000 Ger- 
mans have been made prisoner north 
and south of the Somme during the 
last two days. 

On the British right wing progress 
is reported north of Falfemont farm,

“On the Barleux-Deniecourt front we 
carried the enemy’s first line trenches 
and established ourselves on the edge 
of Berny and the northern outskirts 
of Deniecourt. Un ovr right Soye- 
court was attacked from the north and 
the southwest and was captured in its 
entirety by a brilliant assault. 

“Further south from Vermandovillers 
to Chilly, after violent fighting, our 
infantry, on a front of four kilometers, 
carried the whole first line positions of 
an old German fort comprising several 
lines of defense very strongly organ- 
ized. The village of Chilly was cap- 
; tured, while eastward we occupied hill 
| 3S. as well as the western borders of 
'the Bois de Chaulnes. 

“The village of Vermandovillers, a 
'part of which we hold, was obviously 
|outflanked from the north and south. 
Our heavy artillery dispersed enemy 
| forces gathering on the Liancourt road. 

“The number of unwounded prison- 
;ers taken today south of the Somme 
was more than 2,700. 
| “On the right bank of the Meuse 
(Verdun sector) despite a violent ene- 
my bombardment we increased our 
gains of yesterday, progressing a hun- 
dred metres.

BRITISH ADVANCE 
'ON 2-MILE FRONT. 


London, September 4.—As the result 
of fighting yesterday north of the River 
Somme, in France, says the British of- 
ficial statement issued today, British 
troops captured German defenses on a 
3,000-yard front for an average of 800 
yards, and including the village of 
Guillemont. 

The whole of Ginchy at first was 
captured, but the British were compell- 
ed to give ground, retaining hold of 
part of the village, despite heavy coun- 
ter attacks in the night. More than 800 
Germans were taken prisoners. 

The statement follows: 

“Fighting between the Somme and 
the Ancre was very severe, the British 
advance being stubbornly' contested 
and the enemy making repeated deter- 
mined counter attacks supported by 
very heavy artillery fire. 

“The British advance almost every- 
where was successful at the outset and 
most of the enemy’s counter attacks 
which cost him heavy losses, complete- 
ly failed to shake the hold of the 
British troops on the ground won. Tne 
British line is the same as reported last 
night.’’

RUSSIANS SMASH 
AUSTRO-GERMANS; 
2,721 MEN TAKEN 


Petrograd, September 4.—(Via Lon- 
don)—The Russians have broken across 
the Theniovka river, a western tribu- 
tary of the Zlota Lipa, and seized a po- 
sition of the Austro-German troops, the 
war office announced today. They took 
2.721 prisoners and six machine guns. 

The Russian forces in the Carpa- 
thians, the announcement says, have 
captured a whole series of mountain 
heights and are advancing to the Hun- 
garian frontier. 

The Russian victory was won in the 
neighborhood of Brzezany, 50 miles 
southeast of Lemberg. Eighty officers 
and 2,641 men were captured. 

A gas attack near Baranovichy was 
repulsed. ; 

In the vicinity of Vladimir-Volyn- 
ski, in Volhynia, fierce battles are in 
progress near Sheltuvov and Koryt- 
niza. Heavy engagements also are 
under way along the upper Sereth. 

Between Thursday and Sunday the 
troops of the Russian commander, Gen- 
eral Brussiloff, captured 385 officers 
and 19,020 men. In this number were 
11 German officers and 1,300 German 
privates. Twelve cannon, 76 machine 
guns and 7 bomb mortars also were 
taken. 

The Russian army of the Caucasus 
ha smade further progress, the war 
office reports, puhing forward south of 
the River Elleu. In the region of Og- 
nott 548 Turks were captured. 

The official communication issued by 
the war department this evening says: 

“There has been no change on the 
western (Russian) and Caucasian 
fronts.” 


VIENNA ADMITS 
RUSSIAN GAINS. 


Berlin, September 4.—(By Wireless.) 
After violent fighting, says the Austro- 
Hungarian statement issued at Vienna 
Mount Plunka, southwest of Raffal- 
lovo, in the Carpathians, was taken 
by the Russians. 

The statement says: 

“Archduke Charles _ (front: South- 
west of Fundumoldivi and west of 
Moldava our troops completely repulsed 
several Russian attacks. Mount Plunka, 
southwest of Fafailo, was taken by the 
Russians after violent fighting. 

“Southwest of Brzezany yesterday 
several Russian advances failed. To- 
day (Sunday) the enemy began a new 
attack. 

“Prince Leopold’s front: North of 
Zborow German troops of General von 
Boehm-Ermolli’'s army pursued. the 
enemy beyond his trenches when re- 
pulsing a Russian attack.”

tions, took more prisoners. In the gsec- 
tor of Ognott a hostile attack was re- 
pulsed.

One 
lieutenant and soldiers who were taken 
prison declared that the fifteenth regi- 
ment of the fourth division of Caucas- 
ian riflemen, in consequence of the 
abortive attacks on August 17, lost 
three-quarters of its strength and that 
other regiments had _ still heavier 
losses. 

“In the center, detachments of our 
troops raided the hostile trenches. They 
entered some of them and destroyed 
four field guns. They also brought 
back forty-seven prisoners and some ar- 
tillery horses.’’

BRITISH OUTFOUGHT 


Kitchener’s New Army Too 
Much for Flower of Kais- 


on Somme Complete.

With the British Armies in France, 
September 4.—(Via London.)—As fuller 
reports come in there is general ela- 
tion at army headquarters over the 
results of the British and French at- 
tacks against the German positions in 
the Somme region. 

A chill, heavy rain is falling this 
morning, drenching the German pris- 
oners in the collecting stations and the 
wounded which are still being brought 


off the field. On most parts of the line 
the night was one of continuous fight- 
ing. 

The Germans had massed great forces 
against the British and responded with 
prompt counter attacks under cover of 
an immense volume of artillery -fire. 
British guns laid their sheets of crash- 
ing blasts on the Germ&An trenches up 
to the very moment that the British 
infantry reached the German trenches 
and no sooner were the infantry in the 
German trenches than the Germans 
turned the same kind of a hurricane on 
them. 

Horror of Modern Warfare. 

With every action the artillery seems 
to ‘become more powerful and accurate, 
and the infantry more cunning in 
working in co-operation with it, and 
yesterday from Ginchy south to the 
Somme, where the crux of the action 
was, the last word in scientific con- 
centrated majesty and the horror of 
modern warfare was represented. 

Probably the British took about 1,000 
prifoners who reached the collecting 
stations alive through the successive 
curtains of fire. Nearly all the Ger- 
mans in the Guillemont sector were 
killed. The wounded who sought cover 
in shell craters were killed by another 
shell, 

The British carried their light ma- 
chine guns forward and with these 
faced the German counter attacks under 
cover of their artillery. ‘At Mouqvfet 
farm the Australians had to yield part 
of the ground gained with the Germans 
at last accounts in possession of the 
farm itself. 

One of the most formidable German 
counter attacks struck southward, try- 
ing to. ¢atch the British who had en- 
tered Ginchy in the flank. Guillemont 
lost, Ginchy became all the more vital 
tv the Germans. They brought up rein- 
torceinents. So did the British. Amidst 
'the ruins, with the guns of neither 
‘side daring to fire because of fear of 
hitting their own men, machine guns 
(and rifles rattled where they could be 
/used and bombers worked from the 

cover of any remaining trenches, shell 
craters and piles of mashed brick and 
i mortar.

WILSON IS PRAISED 
BY SAMUEL GOMPERS 


For Work in Interest of Labor. 
Hughes Is Attacked for 
Court Decisions. 


Lewiston, Maine, September 4.—In a 
Labor day address here, Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, praised President 
Wilson’s administration for its achieve- 
ments in the interest of the labor 
movement and denounced the decisions 
of the supreme court in the Danbury 
Hatters and Arizona anti-alien law 
cases, which he pointed out were par- 
ticipated in by Charles E. Hughes, the 
republican presidential nominee. 

Discussing the threatened railway 
strike he defended the attitude of the 
brotherhoods and, while he praised 
President Wilson for his efforts to 


settle the controversy he unqualifiedly 
denounced any attempt at legislation 
to compel arbitration. 

“The railroad brotherhoods have not 
refused to accept arbitration,” he said. 
“They have declared that the eight- 
hour work*day involves a principle of 
human welfare that cannot be disput- 
ed, and therefore cannot be arbitrated. 
They are willing to submit every other 
issue, all of which are arbitrable, to a 
mental satisfactory tribunal. In this 
position they are in accord with every 
organization or organism that has ever 
declared for the principle of arbitra- 
tion. 

“Compulsory arbitration, or so-called 
investigation, -is simply a way to re- 
strain free necessary action on the part 
of wage earners and to make more 
easily dominated by employers. It 
only makes the striker a criminal and 
gives authority for jailing workers 
who quit work.” 

In reference to the general labor sit- 
uation, Mr. Gompers said: 

“Labor day, September, 1917, finds 
the trade union movement of the 
United States in a stronger position 
than ever before. The labor move- 
ment means something more than de- 
mands for more money and_= shorter 
work days; it means the ideals which 
these demands represent. The labor 
movement represents the great desire 
of the masses of people for more free- 
dom, for justice, for a better and a 
higher life. 

“As the labor movement progresses 
slowly there have emerged principles 
of humanity, freedom and _é justice. 
There is not a demand of labor that 
does not represent years of suffering, 
struggle and heart-burning desire.”

FPSCOPALANS SPUT 
OVER NEGRO BISHOPS 


Joint : Commission of Clergy 
and Laymen Fails to Reach 
Agreement. 


New York, September 4.—A joint 
commission of clergy and laymen ap- 
pointed at the last triennial general 
convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
church to consider the proposal to 
have negro bishops at large to super- 
Klse negro churches, has failed to agree 
and has prepared two opposing re- 
ports for the next general convention, 
beginning October 8 at St. Louis. 

The majority report recommends the 
establishment of a separate racial dis- 
trict for negroes in the south, reliev- 
ing bishops of southern diocese of fur- 
ther jurisdiction over the thousands 
of negro members of the church and 
the election and consecration of a ne- 
gro bishop or negro bishops at large. 

The minority report recommends in- 
stead that some southern diocese soon 
will take advantage of its present right, 
according to the canons of the church, 
to elect a negro suffragan bishop to 
serve under the white bishop of the 
diocese. 

The dissenting report suggests that 
the system proposed by the majority 
will inevitably tend to weaken in the 
white man the sense of responsibility 
for the negro.

Magnificent New Union Sta-; 


tion and Rearrangement of 
Freight Depots Proposed 
to W. & A. Board. 


A magnificent new union station for 
Atlanta with twenty parallel tracks, 
into which all trains entering the city 
should run, and which would supplant 
both the present stations, Union and 
Terminal, together with a rearrange~ 
ment of freight depots, taking them 
out of the business heart of the city, 
was part of the Plaza plan submitted 
to the Western and Atlantic commis- 


sion yesterday by the city of Atlanta 
and the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce. 

The plan, worked out in every detail, 
was presented to the commission by 
Walter J. Douglas, representing the 
well-known New York firm of engli- 
neers, Barclay, Parsons & Klapp, who 
were employed by the chamber of 
commerce in connection with the city 
council. These are the same enginecrs 
who devised the reorganization of rail- 
road terminals in London and Chicago 
and supervised the construction of the 


New York subway. 

Mr. Douglas divided the whole plan 
into two parts, the passenger terminal 
station and the new freight depots be- 
ing one part, and the Plaza from Cen- 
tral avenue to Spring street, the pro- 
posea location of the new terminal, 
being another part. It is estimated 
that the cost of the whole will be 

of which 34,900,000 1s for 

building the new terminal and for: ac- 

quiring the present terminals and oth- 

er property, and $2,500,000 I's for build- 
ing the Plaza and its parking. 
How Cost Is to He Met. 

It is proposed that the cost of the 
new terminal be met by an issue of 
bonds, for which interest and a sinking 
fund to pay them off in fifty years is 
to be provided by the rental paid by 
the railroads for the use of the sta- 
tion. 

After hearing the plan of the engin- 
eers presented Monday and listening to 
extension propositions from 38. G. Mc- 
Lendon, representing the J. A. Hen- 
derson plan of extending the road to 
the sea, and Hooper Alexander, who 
said that he was not in’ w position 
yet to divulge the name ol his client, 
the commission took a recess until 9:30 
o'clock Tuesday morning. 

At that time the commission will re- 
ceive a preliminary report from its en- 
gineer, J. Houston Johnson, on the 
proposed plaza plan. Mr. Johnson will 
have in the meantime conferred with 
the representative of the New York 
engineers, Mr. Douglas. 

The plaza terminates on the east at 
Central avenue, but will be connected 
with the Washington street viaduct by 
an elevated street, by whicn there will 
be uninterrupted movement of travel 
from the grand central station and the 
crosstown streets over the plaza to the 
capitol and the Auditorium. 

To make more track room, he proposed 
to move the station west to a point 
opposite Spring street, and there erect 
a great Union depot, fronting east on 
Spring street. Into this depot he pro- 

osed to bring all the trains now enter- 
ng Atlanta. Both the old stations 
were to be abandoned and all the pas- 
senger tracks brought into the new 
Central station, where the platforms 
would bag one thousand feet long or 
longer and there would be tracks for 
twenty trains. 

The plaza between Central avenue 
and Forsyth street, as proposed by 
Haralson Bleckley, was to be extended 
west from Forsyth street to Spring 
street, thence turning southward along 
Madison avenue to Mitchell street.

Marietta street southward in -front of 
the station to Madison avenue, and Cone 
street to be extended from Marietta 
Street southward to the plaza. 

The chief difficulty that rallroad en- 
gineers have found in the erection of 
the Bleckley plaza was that of getting 
rid of the smoke from engines going, 
under it to the site of the old union 
depot. Mr. Douglas would overzome 
this difficulty by moving all the pas- 
senger traffic westward to Spring 
street, leaving only the passenger trains 
of the Georgia railroad and the switch 
engines of the Central, which deliver 
through freight on the tracks to the 
meat houses and other estahlishments 
between Central avenue and Whitehall 
street. 

Mr. Douglas proposes to fill up the 
entire chasm with earth to about the 
level of the Whitehall viaduct, and run 
the Georgia railroad trains through 
twin tunnels to the Spring street sta- 
tion. He would reach the meat houses 
by a side track in a tunnel and would 
abandon all switch tracks ir. the chasm 
west of Pryor street, furnishing the 
Central railroad, in lieu of these and its 
freight tracks on Madison avenue and 
Alabama street, ample freight tracks 
west of Spring street. 

New Freight Tracks. 


Likewise the Seaboard Air Line and 
the Western and Atlantic railroads 
would be furnished new freight tracks 
west of Spring street, between Elliott 
and Hulsey streets. 

In order to bring all this about, it 
would be necessary to acquire for the 
joint terminals the present property of 
the ‘Atlanta Terminal company, on 
which there are $1,500,000 of bonds. Mr. 
Douglas said the train shed there was 
too short for the long passenger trains 
now in general use, and it was entered 
by a sharp curve which was objection- 
able. He would undertake to give the 
railways now entering the Terminal 
station much better facilities in the 
twenty-track station at Spring street. 

The map shown to the commissioners 
displayed arrangement by which twenty 
trains could stand at the station at one 
time, all presenting their ends to the 
passenger, who would cross no track 
to reach his train. 

The train shed would be of the um- 
brella type, by which the passenger 
platforms were covered and the trains! 
uncovered so that the smoke of the en- 
gines would escape into open air. 

The plan contemplated the removal

Mr. Douglas said the expense of the 
Plaza should be divided between the 
owners of abutting property and the 
public. The enhancement of adjacent 
property he estimated at 100 per cent, 
which is probably the lowest so far 
made. Many well-posted men think the 
property abutting on the plaza will be 
worth five times its present value, as it 
will become retail property, comparing 
favorably with property on Whitehall 
and Peachtree streets, where the front- 


_ has sold for $5,000 to $8,000 per 
oot. 

It has been suggested by the Plaza 
committee that the abutting property 
and that in the immediate vicinity be 
constituted a separate tax district and 
that assessments be made béfore and 
after the construction of the plaza and 
terminals showing the enhancement due 
to these improvements. 


Candler Urges Plan. 


Mayor-elect Asa G. Candler spoke for 
the plan in ‘behalf of the city of At- 
lanta. Victor Kriegshaber, president 
of the chamber of commerce, who intro- 
duced Mr. Douglas to the commission 
briefly outlined the work done by the 
city and the chamber and the vast ad- 
vantages that would accrue to the 
city and the state from the adoption 
of the plan. Mr. Kriegshaber asked that 
there should be a reservation in the re- 
leasing contracts of the overhead right 
or of so much of the state’s property 
as the final plans might contemplate, 
that similar reservations be‘ made cov- 
ering the change of present tracks, the 
removal of the present terminal and 
substitution therefor of adequate fa- 
cilities in both instances for the new 
lessee. . 

“The principal advantage that will 
accrue to the state in this plan,” con- 
tinued Mr. Kriegshaber, “will be the 
fact that while in no way alienating 
its present possessions, they will be ma- 
terially improved at no expense to the 
state whatsoever, that the construction 
of a single (union) passenger station 
into which all state road trains will 
have equal rights and advantages as 
those of other roads, will be of mate- 
rial benefit in building up and main- 
taining the passenger traffic and serv- 
ice of the state road—as compared with 
the present unsightly and inadequate 
depot facilities and the lack of oppor- 
tunity for their development, and at the 
same time conserving and improving 
the freight facilities 

“We can offer to @® state free of all 
rentals one or more“floors of the pro- 
posed new terminal station for offices 
for many of the state departments now 
badly overcrowded in the present cap- 
itol. 

“We could offer and furnish abun- 
dant floor space for the departments 
of agriculture and health and others, 
and provide for permanent exhftbits of 
the state’s agricultural, mineral and 
industrial resources in such a manner 
that it would be of great value in the 
state’s development. 

“Or we could by moving the main 
building of the present Terminal 
station, as outlined by our engineers, 
prepare it for the state’s usé as may 
best be determined upon later. 

“We could definitely and positively 
‘offer to the state by this improvement 
;an increase in the tax income from 
abutting and adjacent property by vir- 
tue of these improvements, a very 
large and a constantly increasing rev- 
enue from this source, which, of course, 
would be non-existent without these 
improvements. 

“Since the state of Georgia is neither 
asked nor expected to pay any monies 
toward this improvement, the increase 
in taxes resulting therefrom will be 
an immediate and constant source of 
additional income to the state’s 
finances.”

CONGRESS ABOUT THROUGH. 

After one of the longest and, in many 
respects, most turbulent sessions in the 
country’s history, congress is about to ad- 
journ in time for the fall elections, to come 
together again in the regular short session 
in December. 

Congress goes before the people this fall 
upon its record. It has done many good 
things and some not so good; and there are 
instances where it has failed to do what 
duty and circumstances demanded. 

There were times when it looked as if 
it would desert the president and, in effect, 
repudiate his leadership, in spite of every 
caution and every warning that could be

given. But it has come through the fire 
with a fairly steadfast democratic record, 
and, if not a complete backing of presiden- 
tial leadership, at least one that is approxi- 
mate. 

It has put through the federal farm loan 
act fulfilling democratic platform promise. 
It has sanctioned and provided for a more 
complete and more thorough system of na- 
tional preparedness than the country has 
ever before known; and in its final hours it 
has stood steadfastly to the president in 
preventing what promised to be the most 
calamitous industrial strike that ever vis- 
ited any people. 

There were times when congress seemed 
to threaten to revolt against presidential in- 
sistence, when it might have and should 
have come in full majority force to the in- 
dorsement of presidential policies. Its 
failures in this respect—and there were 
some—were largely lost sight of, however, 
in the bigger and more important problems 
that sprang up one after another, and with 
which President Wilson and his associates 
have so successfully wrestled throughout an 
exacting and a trying administration. 

The one thing in which. congress has 
signally failed is in its duty to the states, 
particularly in the matter of the support of 
state laws. We refer more especially to the 
prohibition laws enacted by many of the 
states which are set at utter defiance 
through the free and open use of the United 
States mails. Although many of the states 
have made it a criminal offense to advertise 
liquors through any advertising medium 
circulating within them, the mails are still 
open tc this solicitation in its most insidious 
form, with the result that men, women and 
children are daily urged by letter and cir- 
cular, delivered by United States mail and 
government sanction, to purchase 
liquors from this or that concern in some 
other state. 

Bills have been introduced to remedy 
this, but they have gone no further than in- 
troduction. Perhaps another session with 
some new faces, if it is not done this winter, 
will repair the fault. Ultimately, at least, 
it will be done. 

President Wilson, fortunately, has made 
a record which demands and will receive 
public approval and public sanction, in spite 
of what congress may or may not have done. 
He will be re-elected. The democracy will 
be fortunate, if it can have in the next con- 
gress a majority of equal proportions and 
strength it hag in the present one.

A SIGNIFICANT PETITION. 


Some time since the British government 
placed the ban on booze shipped from Can- 
ada to England on the plea that the ship 
tonnage, already crowded, was needed for 
more necessary supplies. 

That started the Canadian distillers on 
the warpath, since they couldn’t sell their 
goods at home, under the new prohibition 
laws; but their protest had little or no effect. 

To show that the people of Great Britain 
are in earnest as to the banishment of booze 
—or at least as to restrictive measures, at- 
tention is directed to a petition “‘more than 
two miles long, in favor of prohibiting the 
manufacture and sale of intoxicating liquors 
for the period of the war and six months 
afterwards.” 2 

The London Telegraph states that the 
petition was a manifesto from leaders of 
thought and the industrial classes. 

England is inclined to go slow in the 
matter of cutting off the booze suply. but 
the example of Russia is having a good 
effect there, and whatever nd is gained 
on the temperate side is ding held, and 
plans of prohibitive campaigns projected 
well into the future. 

Everywhere it is evident that booze is 
being hard-driven, and very few conces- 
sions are made to it, even by the most lib- 
eral-minded. It is no longer the household 
guest it once was, but finds the “No Thor- 
oughfare” sign in evidence on all sides. 

‘A monster petition in England, looking 
to its elimination and signed by the youth 
of the country, is significant of the new 
trend of the times. 


A SPIRITUAL RUSSIA. 


The London Observer quotes a compe- 
tent critic of new Russian conditions and 
phases of national development as saying 
that there is a greater manifestation of the 
power of the human spirit throughout the 
empire. This is the opinion of Dr. Harold 
Williams, as given in the London paper, 
with the following forecast: 

We hardly realized, he thought, that 
Russia as yet was only beginning to be 
Russia: had, during the centuries of her 
long struggle on the great plain, been 
gatnering together the materials for a 
great existence, for some great new ex- 
periments in human life. she had made 
ner notes, she had outlined her plans; 
now was coming the time for her to be- 
gin the great volume she was destined 
to write in history. 


It has been predicted that out of the 
war there will come a spiritual uplift to all 
the nations engaged in it, and that in Rus- 
sia there was constant joy over the pros- 
pect of this spiritual influence “which 
should bring health, power and happiness 
to the world.” 

England confesses to it; France, at the 
very beginning of the war, proclaimed its 
power, and Russia is to be guided by it for 
the good of all the people.

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Resources of Rumania 
Becomes Matter of Interest 
When She Enters Big War 


. What weight Rumania could throw inté 
the scales of war in behalf of the entente 
allies is suggested in the following war 
geography bulletin issued by the National 
Geographic society on the resources of this, 
the largest of the Balkan nations: 

“With a field arm of 290,000 men, thor- 
oughly trained and fully equipped, and with 
a reserve force of at least 200,000 additional 
fighting men, Rumania’s late entrance upon 
the great battlefield of Europe would inev- 
itably have great weight. But ef equal or 
perhaps even greater importance to the al- 
lies would be the fact that with this coun- 
try’s declaration of war against the central 
powers her highways and her railway sys- 
tems could be used in moving an unlimited 
number of Russian soldiers to the northern 
frontier of Bulgaria and the southeastern 
gateways into Hungary. 

“In the present struggle it has been easier 
on many occasions to secure men for the 
firing line than to control the facilities for 
transporting them and to find the necessary 
food for them after their arrival in the 
trenches. Rumania possesses the means to 
sojve in part both these problems. 


Same Size as Arkansas. 


“With an area about equal to that of the 
state of Arkansas, but with a population 
nearly five times as great, Rumania is es- 
sentially an agricultural country, producing 
vastiy more wheat in 1915 than Bulgaria 
pervia, Greece and Montenegro combineu, Its 
Crop iat year (89,vlU0,UU0U0 oushels) equaied 
the production of our two fertile wheat 
States, Minnesota and Iowa. ‘the yiela oi 
barley, curn, oats and rye is also large, and 
during the two years ot war the couniry nas 
waxea rich playing the role of an Kgyptian 
Joseph to starving brother nations—tne well- 
paying central powers. 

“Before the war the value of Rumania’s 
grain exports exceeded $10,000,000 annually, 
the second in the list of her international 
sales was petroleum, valued at $8,000,000 a 
year. Her forests, too, are a source of reve- 
nue, for the well-wooded slopes of the Car- 
pathians, which form the western boundary 
between Rumania and Hungary, yield excel- 
lent oak, beech, pine and fir, the exports 
being valued at $5,000,000. 

“rRumania is famous for its salt mines and 
could supply all ‘iurope with this commodity 
for hundreds of years. In some mines the 
beds are from 6060 to 750 feet thick and at 
Sarat there is a salt mountain whose sides 
are quarried with electric machines which 
cut out blocks each a cubic yard in size, 
while the fragments are scooped up in steam 
shovels. 


Made a Good Guess in 1913. 


“The precedent of her success in choosing 
the right moment to join in the Balkan 
considerable influence in prompting Ruma- 
nia’s waiting policy in the present instance. 
This country remained aloof in the first 
Balkan war (1912). During the second war, 
when Bulgaria, Serbia and Greece were fight- 
ing over the spoils which had been wrested 
from the Turks im the previous struggle, 
Rumania again remained an interested by- 
stander until the closing days of the con- 
flict; then she threw her weight with Greece 
and Serbia in time to demand as her reward 
the valuable strip of Bulgarian territory 
lying north and east of a line drawn be- 
tween Turtukai and Baltchik, in the Dobrud- 
ja region, between the Danube and the Black 
sea. This prize added some 2,900 square 
miles to her area. 

“If, as is reported, Russia has promised 
the big Balkan state the important province 
of Bessarabia, which adjoins it on the north- 
east, b7,000 square miles will be added to 
Rumanian domains, together with two and a 
half million kindred people. In addition to 
this tempting spoil of diplomacy, it is highly 
probable that the Rumanians_ will expect 
Bukowina as their share of the ‘parings’ 
in the event the central powers are defeated, 
for this Austrian crown land was a part of 
the Rumanian province of Maldavia up to 
1777, at which time it was appropriated by 
the larger nation. Rumanians still comprise 
a large percentage of Bukowina’s population. 


Army Is Weil Equipped. 


“The Rumanian war budget for the fiscal 
year ending just prior to the outbreak of the 
war was $20,000,000. The infantry of the 
standing army is equipped with the Mann- 
licher magazine rifle (five cartridges), named 
after the Austrian inventor and much used 
in both Austria and Germany. The horse and 
field batteries are armed with Krupp quick- 
firing 75 millimeter guns. 

“In the transportation of Russian trBops 
as well as in handling her own forces to 
the Austro-Hungarian and Bulgarian borders 
Rumanian’s 2,300-mile railway system, nearly 
95 per cent of which is state-owned, would 
play an extremely important role, as would 
also that great water highway, the Danube, 
which flows out of Austria-Hungary at the 
Kazan pass and in its eastward course to 
the Black sea forms the navigable southern 
boundary of Rumania for nearly 350 miles. 
The 1,806,000 miles of national roads criss- 
crossing the country © would also greatly 
facilitate the dispatch of troops.

The 
motion for the adjourned meeting was made 
by Alderman Seawright, who said that cer- 
tain important papers in connection with 
some work to be done for the Southeastern 
fair by the water department were in the 
water office. The city is to lay some water 
mains to several of the fair buildings, nota- 
bly those which will house the exhibits of 
stock and the race horses. Alderman Sea- 
wright told council that he feared if the 
mains were not laid in time for the opening 
some of the men who are now on the lists 
of the fair as exhibitors will withdraw their 
entries. 

The ordinance to have the Southern Ex- 
press company to move the distribution of- 
fice for liquor shipments from its present 
location at Mangum and Chapel streets to 
some place in the downtown district was re- 
ferred to the police committee to give the 
company a chance to appear and argue 
against its removal.

Alderman Armistead said that the idea in 
presenting the resolution was not that the 
city give the books to the children outright, 
but that they simply lend them during the 
term and have them returned at the end of 
the year.

At Close of 


“I Am Proud to Introduce

Thousands strong, the citizens of

Shipments of Liquors 
Show Atlantans Were 
Thirsty During August 


Accor@ing to’ reports chetked and 
filed away in the ordinary’s office, 
liquor shipments continue to increase 
in Atlanta. The record for August 
showed 30,124 shipments, which was an 
increase over July of about 3,000, while 
on one Saturday during August the rec- 
ord for one day was broken when 2,600 
shipments were recorded. May’s rec- 
ord was 7,441, June’s 20,065, July’s 27,- 
678, and August’s 30,124. 

According to the new law ten cents 
for every shipment is assessed the pur- 
chaser as a tax, three cents of this go- 
ing to the express company. The or- 
dinary gets $600 for the fiscal year, out 
of the remainder. Above that the ordi- 
nary’s office gets but 10 per cent of 
the amount turned over to them by the 
express company, the remaining 90 per 
cent being turned over to the state 
treasurer.

Address of Jerome Jones. 

Mr. Jones’ speech was substantially 
as follows: 

“This is indeed the proudest day in the 
history of the Atlanta Federation of Trades. 
It marks an epoch in the annals of our be- 
loved organization and all of its constituent 


unions. 

“When the Atlanta Federation of Trades 
was formed, only a few short years ago, 
as time is reckoned in the growth of great 
movements, the condition of the working 
people of this city and section was at its 
lowest ebb. 

“About a half dozen trade unionists as- 
sembled—men of vision and courage and 
pluck, and they gamely planned this federa- 


{ 


success had crowned their efforts. 

“Suffice to say that, from a few scat- 
tered unions, without co-operative action, 
and with but small membership, upwards 
of fifty organized crafts, with an aggre- 
gate membership of over five thousand, 
now compose the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades. 

Organized Labor Unselfish. 

“Organized labor does not represent a 
selfish or proscriptive creed. On the con- 
trary, its chiefest attributes are unselfish- 
ness and broad service to one’s fellows. 
Much of its activities are devoted to secur- 
ing humanitarian legislation, in which the 
individual trade unionist has no distinctive 
interest, apart from the community-at- 
large. 

‘Compulsory education, child labor laws 
and numberless other remedial measures, 
alike affecting all of our people, and work- 
ing for a higher and better civilization, 
meet with our earnest champions : 

“It is a matter of public ‘ord that 
more than half of all the humanitarian 
laws which have been placed on the statute 
books, national and state, were initiated and 
placed there by reason of the heroic and un- 
selfish action and agitation of labor or- 
shining record of achieve- 


ganizations—a 
every labor unionist may 


ment of which 
well be proud. 


more than twenty-five years in which we 
have been familiar with legislative meas- 
ures fostered and championed by organized 
labor, we have never known them to ask 
the passage of a single law which was not 
distinctly altruistic and of broad benefit to 
all classes of our people 
Labor’s Code of Ethics. 


“There is nothing subtle about labor's 
code of ethics or its philosophy. Broadly 
it is based upon the first law of nature 
plus the discovery that ‘no man liveth unto 
himself alone.’ When Cain replied to the 
dread inquiry of the Unseen Voice with 
the cowardly query, ‘Am I my brother's 
keeper?’ he knew the answer in his craven 
heart. From that day on the responsibility 
of man for his fellowman has been the 
soul of civilization. 

‘No great body of men could exist with- 
out a code of ethics, a rule of conduct, and 
the unions were based upon the first law 
of nature—self-preservation. Self-preser- 
vation included the preservation of the 
rights of others. To these fundaments were 
added the great moral law that all in- 
dividual rights were merged in collective 
rights. 

“To protect and preserve these rights 
against the encroachments of privilege 
backed by force, the individual became 
powerless, and so was evolved the collective 
plan of selling labor. This necessitated a 
partial abrogation of what has been calied 
a natural right—the right of the individual 
to sell his labor at any price which would 
supply his immediate pressing physical 
wants. 

“In that philosophy it is held that if the 
employer has the right to pay for labor his 
conception of its worth, he naturally pos- 
sesses dominion over the body and soul of 
his employee, in that he can dictate where 
the worker shall live. 

“This, then, is the code of ethics and the 
philosophy of trades unionism. Does it not 
make for a better race of mankind, for a 
higher civilization, and a brighter and hap- 
pier world? The temple stands for all this 
and more. 

Temple Monument to Labor. 

“The purpose of our gathering is the dedi- 
cation of our temple. 

“But wherein, you ask, does this house 
differ from other buildings which surround 
it? Why this pomp and circumstance in 
its dedication? 

“It stands for the proclamation of the 
fatherhood of God and the brotherhood 
of man in its truest and best sense. 

“It stands for the freedom of all the peo- 
ple, politically, religiously and industriaally.

WILSON ACCEPTS 
LINCOLN L0G CABIN 


In Behalf of Nation— Cheer- 


ing Thousands Greeted the 
President at Hodgenville, 
Ky.— Tribute to Lincoln. 


Hodgenville, Ky., September 4.— 
President Wilson came to nentucky to- 


day to pay homage to the memory of, 


Lincoln and avoid politics, but a great 
crowd gathered from all parts or the 
state cheered him at every appearance 
and turned his visit into a campaign 
event. 

The president accepted for the feder- 
al government the log cabin in which 
Lincoln was born, in a speech devoted 
to an eulogy of the civil war presi- 
dent. Standing on a temporary plat- 
form at the foot of a hill topped by a 
magnificent granite memorial building 
housing the Lincoln cabin, he praised 
Lincoin as the embodiment of democ- 
racy. 

“We are not worthy to stand here 
unless we ourselves be in deed and in 
truth real democrats and servants of 
mankind,” he said, “ready to give our 
very liyes for the freedom and justice 
and spiritual exaltation of the great 
nation which shelters and nurtures us.” | 

But as soon as the formal exercises | 
were over poltics came to the fore. At 
the railroad station platform the presi- 
dent stood for nearly an hour shaking 
bands with men and women who greet- 
ed him as “the next president.” As his 
train pulled out the crowd cheered and 
clapped. 

What was said to be one of the 
largest crowds ever gathered in this 
part of Kentucky was at Lincoln farm. 
The president and his party were 
taken from the station to the farm in 
automobiles accompanied by a _ troop 
of Louisville police. On the way the 
president stopped and laid a wreath 
on a statue of Lincoln. 

President and Mrs. Wilson, with 
Secretary Baker, Secretary Tumulty 
and Dr. C. T. Grayson, the white house 
physician, left here at 2 o’clock fur 
Washington, where they will arrive at 
2 o’clock tomorrow afternoon. 

President Wilson’s Address, 
_ President Wilson’s address in accept- 
ing the Lincoln memorial follows: 

“No. more significant memorial could 
have been presented to the nation than 
this. It expresses so much of what is 
singular and noteworthy in the history 
of the country; it suggests so many of 
the things that we prize most highly 
in our life and in our system of gov- 
ernment. How eloquent this little 
house within this shrine is of the vigor of 
democracy! There is nowhere in the 
land any home so0 remote, so humble, 
that it may not contain the power of 
mind and heart and conscience to which 
nations yield and history submits its 
processes. Nature pays no tribute to 
aristocracy, subscribes to no creed of 
caste, renders fealty to no onarch or 
master of any name or kings Genius 
is no snob. It does not run after titles 
or seek by preference the high circles 
of society. Tt affects humble company 
as well as great. It pays no special 
tribute to universities or learned soci- 
eties or conventional standards of 
greatness, but serenely chooses its own 
comrades, its own haunts, its own cra- 
die even, and its own life of adven- 
ture and of training. Here is proof of 


it. This little hut was the cradle of 
one of the great sons of men, a man oF I 
singular, delightful, vital genius who 
presently emerged upon the great stage | 
of the nation’s history, gaunt, shy, un- 
gainly, but dominant and majestic, a 
natural ruler of men, himself‘ inevit- 
ably the central figure of the great 
plot. No man can explain this, but 
every man can see how it demonstrates 
the vigor of democracy, where every 
door is on#n, in every hamlet and coun- 
wilderness alike, 


and claim his leadership in the free 

life. Such are the authentic proofs of 

the validity and vitality of democracy. 
Mystery of Democracy. 

“Here, no less, hides the mystery of 
democracy. Who shall guess this se- 
cret of nature and providence and a 
free polity? Whatever the vigor and 
vitality of the stock from which he 
Sprang, its mere vigor and soundness 
do not explain where this man got his 
great heart that seemed to compre- 
hend all mankind in its catholic and be- 
nignant sympathy, the mind that sat 
enthroned behind those brooding, mel- 
ancholy eyes, whose vision swept many 
an horizon which those about’ him 
dreamed of—that mind that compre- 
hended what it had never seen, and 
understood the language of affairs with 
the ready ease of one to the manner 
born—or that nature which seemed in 
its varied richness to be the familiar 
of men of every way of life. Thisis the 
richest fruits spring up o€@* of soils 
cumstances amidst which they are the 
least expected. This is a place alike

founded. Many another man besides 
Lincoln has served the nation in its 
highest places of counsel and of action 
whose origins were as liumble as his. 
“Though the greatest example of the 
universal energy, richness, stimulation 
and force of democracy, he is only one 
example among many. The permeating 
and all-pervasive virtue of freedom 
which challenges us in America to 
make the most of every gift and power 
we possess every page of our history 
serves to emphasize and illustrate. 
Standing here in this place, it seems al- 
most the whole of the stirring story. 
“Here Lincoln had his beginnings. 
Here the end and consummation of that 
Sreat life seem remote and a bit in- 
credible. And vet there was no break 
anywhere between the beginning and 
end, no lack of natural sequence anv- 
where. Nothing really incredibie hap- 
pened. Lincoln was unaffectedly as 
much at home in the white house as he 
was here. Do you share with me the 
feeling, | wonder, that he was perma- 
nently at home nowhere? It seems to 
me that in the case of a man—I would 
rather say of a spirit—like Lincoln the 


question where he was is of little sig-. 


nificance, that it is always what he was 
that reallv arrests our thought and 
takes hold of our imagination. It is 
the spirit always that is sovereign. Lin- 
coln, like the rest of us, Was put 
through the discipline of the world—a 
very rough and exacting discipline for 
him, an indisnensable discipline for ev- 
ery man who would Know what he is 
about in the midst of the world's af- 
fairs: but his spirit got only its school- 
ing there. It did not derive its char- 
acter or its vision from the experi- 
ences which brought it to its full rev- 
elation. The test of every American 
must always be, not where he is, bit 
what he is. That, also, is of the es- 
sence of democracy, and is the moral 
of which this place is most gravely ex- 
pressive. 

Typical Americans, 
would like to think of men like 
Lincoln and. Washington as typical 
Americans, but no man can be typical 
who is so unusual as these great men 
were. I]t was typical of American life 
that it should produce such men with 
supreme indifference as to the manner 
in which it produced them, and as read- 
ily here in this hut as amidst the Httle 
circle of cultivated gentlemen to whom 
Virginia owed so much in leadership 
and example. And Lincoln and Wash- 
ington were typical Americans in the 
use they made of their genius. But 
there will be few such men at best, and 
we will not look into the mystery of 
how and why they come. We will only 
keep the dor open for them always, 
and a heartv welcome—after we have 
recognized them. 

“T have read many 
Lincoln: T have sought out with the 
greatest interest the many intimate 
stories that are told of him, the nar- 
ratives of nearby friends, the sketches 
at close quarters, in which those who 
had the privilege of be'ng associated 
with him have tried to depict for ¢ 
the very man himself ‘in his habit as 
he lived: but I have nowhere found a 
real intimate of Lincoln's. I nowhefe 
get the impression in any narrative or 
reminiscence that the writer had in 
fact penetrated to the heart of his mys- 
tery, or that any man could penetrate 
to the heart of it. That brooding spir- 
it had no real familiars. I get the 
impression that it never spoke out in 
complete self-revelation, and that it 
could not reveal itself completely to 
anyone. It was a very lonely spirit 
that looked out from underneath those 
shaggy bropines comprehended men 
without fu nei nine with them, as 
if, in spite of all its genial efforts at 
comradeship, it dwelt apart, saw its 
visions of duty where no man looked 
on.

Terrible Isolation of Conscience. 
“There is a very holy and very ter- 
rible isolation for the conscience of 
every man who seeks to read the des- 
tiny in affairs for others as well as for

That loneiy search of the 
spirit for the right perhaps no man can 
assist.

“TI have come here today, not to utter 
a eulogy on Lincoln: he stands in need 
of none, but to endeavor to interpret 
the meaning of this gift to the nation 
of the place of his birth and origin. Is 
not this an altar upon which we may 
forever keep alive the vestal fire of 
democracy as upon a shrine at which 
some of the deepest and most sacred 
hopes of mankind may from age be re- 
kindled? For these hopes must con- 
stantly be rekindled, and only those 
who live can rekindle them. Phe only 
stuff that can retain the life-giving 


heart is the stuff of living hearts. And. 


the hopes of mankind cannot be kept 
alive by words merely, by constitutions 
and doctrines of right and codes of lib- 
erty. The object of democracy is to 
transmute these into the life and action 
of society, the self-denial and self-sac- 
rifice of heroic men and women willing 
to make their lives. an embodiment of 
right and service and enlightened pur- 
pose. The commands of democracy are 
as imperative as its privileges and op- 
portunities are wide and generous. Its 
compulsion is upon us. It will be great 
and lift a great light for the guidance 
of the nations only if we are great 
and carry that iight high for the guid- 
ance of our own feet. We are not 
worthy to stand here unless we our- 
selves be in deed and in truth real 
democrats and servants of mankind, 
ready to give our very lives for the 
freedom and justice and spiritual ex- 
altation of the great nation which shel- 
ters and nurtures us.”

The next instant jubilant 
friends of the champion swarmed into 
the ring. 

An unfortunate accident and unpleas- 
ant incident marred the beginning and 
end of the day’s pr@gram. Before the 
fight a portion of the bleachers col- 
lapsed and more than a hundred per- 
sons were more or less seriously in- 
jured. 

Hurl Cushions at Roche. 

When Referee Roche announced his 
decision in favor of Welsh the chal- 
lenger’s adherents began hurling hun- 
dreds of cushions at the referee. He was 
rushed through the crowd to a waiting 
automobile which, guarded by a police- 
man, was speeded to a hotel. Hundreds 
of men and boys rushed after it until 
distanced. 

From a spectacular standpoint, the 
battle was considered one of the poor- 
est that has ever been fought for the 
highest ring honors in the lightweight 
division.

Whitney Rushes. 


Whitney started the fifth to carry the 
fight to Callahan. He rushed from his 
corner and met the New York boy well 
past the center of the ring. He start- 
ed in as though he saw his chance to 
end the fight right there; but Callahan 
got into the milling in deadly earnest 
after about the first minute and a half, 
and he quit the round with it in his fa- 
vor. 

The sixth was all Whitney’s. Calla- 
han fought on the defensive most of 
this round, and yielded time and again 
to the »bull-like rushes of his heavier 
opponent. The men clinched frequently 
and fought like tigers during the 
clinches, but toward the last Callahan 
was plainly worsted and was apparent- 
ly groggy at the bell.

He 
rocked Whitney’s head, and followed it 
with right and left to the jaw. Whit- 
ney retaliated in kind, and for a min- 
ute it was a stand-up, slap-bang give- 
and-take affair, and the round ended 
even. 

The eighth was almost a duplicate of 
the seventh, but toward the close Cal- 
lahan got in another fierce uppercut 
which clearly gave him the round. Dur- 
ing the ninth both gave as clever an 
exhibition of footwork as could be ask- 
ed for: and Whitnev won the round bv 
landing an uppercut with the left 
Callahan's chin. Both had anpreciably 
slowed up toward the end of this ses- 
sion.

The higher levels, however, have not checked 
business which is steadily broadening with 
merchants showing increased anxiety to 
cover future requirements at prices asked 
by manufacturers. According to the latest 
report of the department of agriculture, in- 
dications point to a cotton yield this year of 
less than 12,000,000 bales, and it is contended 
that this will not be sufficient to meet the 
world’s requirements, even with the stocks 
left over from the last crop.

IN ORDER 10 ADJOURN 


Leaders Plan to End Session 
Wednesday or Thursday. 
Pushing Revenue Bill. 


Washington, September 4.—Congress 
is winding up its affairs for the ses- 
sion and planning to adjourn either 
Wednesday or Thursday. Republican 
leaders in the senate gave assurance 
tonight that the emergency revenue 
bill, last of the big measures on the 
administration program, could be pass- 
ed tomorrow, and house leaders pre- 
dicted that a conference report on 
amendments would be ready for dispo- 
sition in both houses some time Wed- 
nesday. 

Although Senator Simmons, chairman 
of the finance committee, had hoped to 
pass the revenue bill tonight, he said 
there still was a good prospect of ad- 
journment Wednesday despite the fact 
that another day will have to be de- 
voted to the measure. Democratie 
leaders prepared a joint resolution for 
adjournment Wednesday evening at 6 
o'clock, and Majority Leader Kitchin 
is planning to submit it to the house 
for passage tomorrow if word comes 
from the senate that business can be 
concluded by that time. 

An effort to pass the revenue Dill 
tonight was blocked by republicans 
who said they would yield for a final 
vote tomorrow. Their attitude prompt- 
ed Senator Owen to declare that they 
were using the revenue bill to filibus- 
ter against his corrupt practice Dill. 
’ The Oklahoma senator proposes’ to 
make one more fight to get the cor- 
rupt practice bill considered, but ad- 
ministration senators said there was 
no doubt that he would be voted down, 

Senator Underwood today made his 
fight against the administration plan 
to impose increased tariff duties on 
dyestuffs after the European war, in 
order to encourage manufacturing at 
home of these sorely needed commodi- 
ties for which the country depends al- 
most entirely on Germany. Senator 
Underwood declared the proposal was 
the embodiment of the protectiye tar- 
iff principle and that he was opposed 
to it fundamentally. Senators Stone 
and Hughes defended the proposal. as 
certain to relieve American manufac- 
turers from the grtp of a foreign mon- 
opoly. The senate sustained the ad- 
ministration plan, 43 to 7, Senators vot- 
ing against it being Bankhead, Bryan, 
Lane, Overman, Reed, Underwood and 
Vardaman, all democrats. 

Tomorrow the senate will complete 
consideration of the section of the bill 
to create a tariff commission. It then 
will act on the amendment by Senator 
Lewis embodying the Webb bill to per- 
mit the formation of American collec- 
tive selling agencies in foreign coun- 
tries. The bill then will be ready for 
a final vote.
